Manila, July 3.—G:05 p. m.—Re- 


ports have been received here of an 
outbreak in the Island of Negros in- 
cident upon the departure of the Cal- 
ifornia regiment for home.

posts preparing to depart, thought 
the Americans were evacuating the 
island and a party of 250 rebels, 
mostly bolomen, attacked the troops 
and killed one man and woiurled an- 
other belonging to company E. The 
Filipinos were easily driven off.

the California troops to Manila before 
starting for San Francisco. 


The transport Grant will soon em- 


bark the Colorado regiment. 


THEY WANT PEACE. 


Manila, July 3.—Prof. J. O. Schur- 


of the United Statea advisory 


commission for the Philippines, re- 
turned to Manila Sunday from a 
three weeks' tour of the southern 
islands. He takes an entirely hopeful 
view of the general conditions there. 
The intelligent and substantial citi- 
zens desire an American protectorate. 
The masses are awaiting the settle- 
ment of the war in the island of Lu- 
zon 
before 
declaring 
themselves. 


They are chiefly anxious to be un- 
disturbed. The president of the town 
of Santo Nicolas, in the island of 
Cebu, said to Mr. Schurman:

the population nor to interfere with 
their customs or religion.

American government was to help 
the people of the islands to develop 
their country. 


The sultnn replied that he earnest- 


ly desired peace and was anxious to 
continue "lhe existing treaties. 


On the return voyage the president 


of the commission visited the town 
of Borneo, capital of British North 
Borneo, where he was cordially re- 
ceived by the British officials, who 
afforded him every facility in hia 
stiidy of Ihe local govei'mnent and 
the customs of the people. 
The pop- 


ulation he found much like that of 
the southern Philippine islands. The 
government is at present in a rather 
elementary state, but a snore com- 
plete organization is being developed 
as rfepldly as practicable.

transferred to Europe, but I do not 
believe I be latter figurp will be ex- 
caeded. 


"With the balance of trade so 


largely in our favor, much of the gold 
which has recently left the United 
filatos will certainly 
be returned 


when we want it. 


•Tt may bo one month, it may be 


six months:, or even a year before it 
la sent back to us, but no long as the 
trade balance is in our favor, we may 


i>;: sure that our gold will sooner 01 
later be icturned to our shores unle.r.s 
we prefer to take something else in 
its place," 


JJecretaiy Gage believes the pros- 


perity the country has enjoyed for 
the last two years is here to stay, "so 
long," he adds, "as the people have 
confidence in the ability of the gov- 
ernment to fulfill its obligations dol- 
lai for dollar." 


Secretary Ga°;e is heartily in accord 


with Presidenl McKinley's foreign 
policy.

Jekyll island, of course, 
baa beautiful clubhouses and scores of 
fine cottages, as they modestly call 
them, the temporary homes of the na- 
bobs who sojonrn there in the season, 
which leally are little country man- 
sions, and all the complicated parapher- 
nalia of a sporting estate, snch as sta- 
bles and kennels and the like. 


Spring island! will have all these 


things as soon as they can be erected, 
Bays the New York Press. It has now, 
however, a natural richness unsur- 
passed in all those things which glad- 
den the heart of the hunter, the fisher- 
man and all bis compatriots who love 
ontdoor life. There are great herds of 
deer, quail, grouse, ducks and all the 
winged tribes which it is the hunter's 
joy to shoot. Then in the streams and 
lakes of the island itself, as in the wa- 
ters of the ocean which surround it, is 
every kind of fish known to these lati- 
tudes and in such a superabundance as 
to furnish endless sport to the million- 
aires. 


The incorporators of the new club, 


which will be known as the Spring Is- 
land club, are Lonis T, Duryea of the 
National Starch company, ex-Governor 
John Gerry Evans of South Carolina, 
George P. Hayes, a prominent clubman 
of Buffalo; former State Attorney Gen- 
eral William A. Barber of South Caro- 
lina, and Colonel Thomas Martin, now 
the owner of the island. The club 
membership is to be limited to 80, and 
will inclnde some of the richest men in 
America. And they will be not only 
rich men, but men of social standing, 
and, of course, men of prominence. All 
the members will be drawn from the 
Union, Racquet and Metropolitan clubs 
of New York, and the Westchester 
Country club, the Maryland club of 
Baltimore, and the University, Union 
and Rittenhouse clubs of Philadelphia. 


Invitations have been extended to 


about 125 members of these clnbs to 
join the Spring Island club. Most of 
the men who have been invited have at 
some tiuie or other enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of Colonel Martin at Spring is- 
land and are awaio of the rare sporting 
treats in store for the members in the 
new club. For the reason that only a 
few of those invited have yet, owing to 
the shortness of time since the invita- 
tions were eent out, signified their in- 
tention of joining, it is the wish of 
those interested that their names be 
not made public. But any one at all 
familiar with sporting affairs can pick 
out the men who have been invited in 
New York withont half trying. 


Each man, on signifying his inten- 


tion to join, will send his check for $3,- 
000 and becoure a charter member. He 
then will Lave all the privileges of a 
part owner of the island. Moat of those 
who join probably will erect homes 
there. It is purposed to spend $160,000 
at once for improvements. For instance, 
there will be a fine clubhouse, stables, 
kennels and a dock for the accommoda- 
tion of the yachts of the members. 


The island was granted originally to 


Sir John Colleton by King George III 
and remained in the possession of that 
family until the comparatively recent 
purchase by Colonel Martin. Since it 
has been in the hands of its present 
owner he has had only one idea and 
that to develop it as a game preserve. 
He has succeeded so well that it now is 
Without donbt one of the richest pre- 
serves in the country. For five years he 
has grown grain there instead of cotton 
in order to attract game birds and keep 
them fat and healthy. Had he grown 
cotton on the 3,000 acres under culti- 
vation it would have paid him about 
$100,000. Sea island cotton is worth 20 
cents aponnd, and he could have grown 
170 pounds to the acre. On the grain he 
realized scarcely $2,000 a year, it is 
eaid. 


The island has about seven miles ot 


water front, with 30 feet of water com- 
ing right up to the land. Its forests are 
superb. The Colleton mansion, which 
was btirned down about 20 years ago, 
waa one of the finest in the south. 
Leading to it now is a magnificent av- 
enue of elms of great antiquity. 


Colonel Martin is in New York now 


and is living in the Astor House. He is 
0 typical southern gentleman—a big 
man, weighing 250 pounds and well 
preserved for bis 50 years. His friends 
long have urged him to devote his fine 
estate to some such purpose as this; 
but, although he has felt it wonld be a 
good use to make of it, he has no busi- 
ness Ideas and would not lift, a hand to 
do it. Chaoncey M. Depew, nephew of 
Senator Depew of the firm, is to be one 
of the members of the exclusive club. 
Thero will be no meeting of the clnb 
Until 40 members have subscribed. 


PHILIPPINE PRODUCTS. 


rre*«nt State'of Agriculture IB tke 


Inland* «nd Iti I'oiBibllUlei. 


The division of botany of the depart- 


ment of agriculture hat just issued a 
pamphlet of information on the plant 
products of the Philippine Islands. Only 
it ninth of the area of the Philippines is 
devoted to agriculture, although the 
thief industries of the islands are agri- 
cultural. The area under cultivation is 
8,367,000 hectras, or something more 
than 8,000,000 acres. Under proper 
methods the total agricutnral produc- 
tion could be increased from 10 to 15 
times. Rice, the staple food of the na- 
tives and of the many Chinese in the 
islands, is grown in more than a hun- 
dred varieties, some of them maturing 
within three months of planting, and 
permitting the raising of two crops in 
one year.' But in some years $3,000,000 
worth of rice has to be imported. Most 
of this comes from Cochin China. The 
average annual production in the is- 
lands is 36,000,000 bushels. In some 
provinces Indian corn affords the peo- 
ple their chief sustenance. They grow 
two crops of this a year also when they 
plant the early varieties. 


A dozen highly esteemed varieties of 


bananas are grown. The sugar produced 
and used is practically all raw, there 
being only one refinery in the archi- 
pelago. Coffee is grown, but the plan- 
tations are not well managed. A much 
used food is the bamboo plant, the 
young shoots being eaten in salads and 
sauces. They are very tender and ac- 
ceptable. The natural product of per- 
haps greatest utility is the cocoa palm. 
The kernel and juice of the nut supply 
food and drink. The central nut that 
crowns the tree yields a wine, known 
as tuba, of agreeable, pungent taste. 
When fermented, the tuba yields vin- 
egar and when distilled brandy. Kopes 
and a calking material for boats are 
made from the cocoanut husks; spoons, 
cups and beads from the shells. Leaves 
make house roofs; some of the smaller 
ribs and veins of the leaves are formed 
into brooms; the midribs are used as 
fuel, and of the ashes of these soap is 
made. The trunks of the trees support 
the native houses, and from hollow sec- 
tions of them oil and wine casks aro 
made. The roots yield a red dye. Cocoa- 
nut oil the natives use for their hair 
and to illuminate streets and houses. 


Among ornamental plants that grow 


wild there are magnolias, clematis, 
dahlias, ylang-ylang, camellias, jasmine 
and many species of ferns, orchids and 
roses.

GUIDED BY ELECTRICITY. 


Torpedo Invented by John 8. Thomp- 


non of Clilcuffo. 


John S. Thompson, the young elec- 


trician of Chicago who recently invent- 
,J - system of typewriting by wire, has 
>erfected and patented a to^-wlo which 
nay be controlled at all tiufrs by means 
of an alternating current of electricity. 
The device is comparatively simple. 
The torpedo is provided with a aeries 
of magnets, some of which control the 
starboard and port steering'gear, wbils 
others control the propelling mechan- 
ism, says the St. Louis Republic. 


The torpedo can be operated from 


the shore or from a warship by means 
of fine wire, which is run from a reel us 
the torpedo is sent on its deadly mis- 
sion. All that remains is for the elec- 
trician to change the current to suit 
the circumstances. If it is desired to 
send the torpedo off on the port tack, a 
volume of electrical current is sent over 
the wire, which afiects the port steer- 
ing gear only, and vice versa. 


The sanis principle applies to the 


propelling mechanism. Experiments 
have been made on Lake Michigan, and 
in every case they were entirely suc- 
cessful. 


A Cionner'B Mate on the Monadnook 


Describe* Hardiihlpi Endured by 
Onr Men —Liberality of Filipino 
\V nine n — ( lirlitiiinn Treen In 
the 


Philippine*. 


,lo?eph Wood, gunner's mate in the 


navy and serving on the Monadnock at 
Manila, has written a letter to his fa- 
ther iu Washington, under date cf 
May 15, 1899, snys the Washington 
Post, in which he says: 


"We do a great deal of firing here 


since onr general attack on March 26, 
but it is not at all decisive and is done 
more to harass the Filipinos and keep 
them fiom extending their lines than 
anything else, and, of course, now the 
navy's Hphere of action is very limited 
in this unequal contest, and our valiant 
army must finish the splendid work it 
has maintained with such constant vig- 
or until the backbone of the rebellion 
is broken and the Filipinos completely 
subjugated. 


"But it is a terrible war, fought be- 


neath the snn of a torrid clime, through 
jungle, swamp and creeks, with the 
dread fever ever on the ascendency, 
with no high land to change the mode 
of living either as yet, bnt the enemy, 
retreating from Calumpit, will be final- 
ly forced to the hills. Then this cam- 
paign will at last be more healthful. 


"In Cavits on April 25 I met some 


of the Tenth Pennsylvania regiment, 
just back from the front, or firing line, 
where they had been stationed contin- 
uously since Feb. 4. They are from 
near Pittsbarg and Uniontown, about 
60 miles from the Smoky City, and 
came to these islands 1,200 strong. 
They are now considerably depleted by 
disease and the results of battles, and 
said when they got beneath a roof 
again 'the equal of the soft side of a 
pine floor for a bed couldn't be beat.' 


"And 
what soldiers they are I I 


should like now to hear what some of 
the critics of onr volunteers would say 
could they see these seasoned and vet- 
eran troops returning from their bril- 
liant work, exposure and hardship, and 
yet quite as eager to go again to the 
fire line when the opportunity will per- 
mit. So they all eay. 


"Admiral Dewey came aboard the 


Monadnock last Monday, and I saw no 
change in his appearance. He lorks 
quite as xisnal and stepped from hit 
launch Undine to our decks with the 
same springing step as ever, and found 
a few moments, too, in which to sky- 
lark with his Chinese chow dog Bobbie. 
This dog, by the way, is ever with him 
when he leaves the Olympia and seems 
much attached to his master. This ref- 
erence to the admiral may tend to dis- 
credit the home papers which have ap- 
parently endeavored to create an im- 
pression that he was gradually breaking 
down. It, grows warmer hereabout Ma- 
nila, and since the change of the mon- 
soon it rains incessantly. However, our 
most disagreeable weather is yet tc 
come and will add much to the dis- 
comfort of our troops.'' 


Dr. W. S. Cnmraln*. Ha* Broken tfce 


Harvard Record. 


A new Hercules has appeared. An- 


other claimant to the all round physical 
strength championship of the country 
has come forward, and the splendid rec- 
ords of Harvard's famous strong man 
have been smashed to smithereens by a 
young man who claims Tufts college as 
Lis alma mater. 


Dr. W. S. Cumniings, a postgraduate 


at the Tnfta Medical school, was put 
through the Sargent strength test with 
the approved appliances at the Y, M. 
C. A. gymnasium in Boston the other 
evening. As a result ho succeeded in 
making a total of 1947.4 points, and 
H. F. Cochem of Harvard now becomes 
a somewhat poor second with his total 
of 1761.4 points. The judges were Dr. 
C C. Stroud, Dr. George L. Meylan 
and Mr. Walter Barnes. The Sargent 
rules were rigidly enforced, and the 
test was in every way apparently fair 
and regular, says the Boston Herald. 


It was shortly after 9 o'clock when 


Di. dimming?, stripped to tho skin, 
stepped into the little group of spec- 
tators and made his way to the fpir- 
ometer for the first test on the list, that 
of the lungs. One of the chief require- 
ments of the strength tests is that they 
shall be made consecutively, and that 
they shall all be completed inside of 15 
minutes. So the doctor hurriedly grasp- 
ed the tube, inhaled deeply and blew 
into the machine. His first attempt did 
not satisfy him, and a second was tak- 
en, which sent the indicator roniid to 
26 hectograms. 


The gripping power of the hand and 


forearm was not tested by means of the 
band dynamometer, which showed 11 
kilos for tbe left and 84 for the right 
forearm. With the lifting dynamome- 
ter Dr. Cnnmiings made 429 kilos on the 
back lift and 723 on the leg lift. In at- 
tempting to better tbe leg lift the her- 
culean effort employed ended in break- 
ing the machine, the iron staple con- 
necting tbe wooden handle bar with the 
spring and indicator giving way under 
the strain. On the "dipping" machine 
—two horizontal and parallel bars— 
Cnuimings pnshed his weight up 50 
times and on the single horizontal bar 
he lifted his weight 3r> times, which 
concluded tbe test. In neither case did 
he appear exhausted. 


In taking Dr. Cninminge' weight the 


scales were tipped at 1083-4 pounds, or, 
by the metric system, which is used 
exclusively, 72.16 kilos. The other 
measurements were: Height, 5 feet 6.6 
inches; neck, 15 inches; chest, normal, 
42>4, expanded, 48K , right forearm, 
12J4 ; right npper arm, straight, 
flexed, 14.1, left forearm, 11?4 
upper arm, straight, 12J£, flexed, 
right thigh, 22M ; right calf, 16; left 
thigh, 22J'2 ; left calf, 16. 


Cnmmings has been an active athlete 


in college, having played baseball en 
tbe Tufts nine, of which, in 1894, he 
was pitcher, and football, where he 
played at both tackle and half back in 
the" fall of 1897 and of 1898. He is 
about 27 years old and comes from 
Stongbton.

They are very friendly 
and will 'set up' the cigars to any one 
they take a liking to. The natives are 
crazy to own a gun of some kind, and 
if I had my revolver here it would be 
an easy matter for uie to get $50 or 
$75 for it. I haven't seen a snake since 
I have been here, but there are thou- 
sands of lizards. They grow from four 
inches to two feet long, and some of 
them are horrid looking things. In 
mailing letters out here tho very beat 
envelopes should be used. Double envel- 
opes really are best. The distance is so 
far that unless this is observed the let- 
ters arrive with the ends all broken 
and torn. We are not the least home- 
sick and are enjoying the best of 
health." 


The following extract front the letter 


of a soldier who is serving in the Phil- 
ippines was published in the St. Louis 
Republic: "Among the many strange 
sights in our new islands are the trees 
and bamboo? that are all alight at 
night with fireflies, which seem to 
gather about certain trees. Thousands 
of little lights are seen in one bamboo 
bush, like the candles on a huge Christ- 
inas tree. The light thrown against the 
sky on a dark night, as well as the flut- 
tering light moving about, have caused 
many soldiers to mistake them for ex- 
ceptionally bright star clusters. 


"One of the strange things in Manila 


that interest the boys in khaki uni- 
forms is the price of things in 'Mex.'— 
meaning by that any kind of money, 
principally Mexican, a dollar of which 
is worth about half a dollar of our 
money.

The Kuormon* Nnmbrr Exported 


From the 1 lilted Stated to Ada. 
An investigation based on the arrival 


iu Tacoma lerently of three carloads of 
cigarettes for transshipment lo Shang- 
hai and Tokyo on onaof the North Ani»r- 
ican Steamship company's liners brings 
to light tbe enormous traffic in this line 
of luxuries that is being carried on be- 
tween the United States and nations of 
the orient. When the actual figures in 
carloads of the .shipments from the Pa- 
cific coast this year are reduced to 
pounds and then to the number of cig- 
arettes iu the total, ligures are reached 
that are amazing and almost incalcula- 
ble, says the Scuttle Post-lutelligencer. 


These three carloads weighed a total 


of 98,127 pounds, deducting the weight 
of otses, packages, etc , amounting to 
2,403,175 packages, such as are sold in 
Seattle for 5 and 10 cents each. As each 
of these contains ten cigarettes, this 
one shipment includes a total of 24,581, - 
750 cigarette?. But this single ship- 
ment of three cais if iu reality a small 
portion of the traffic iu this commodity. 
As nearly complete as the figures could 
be got the other day, it appears that 
since the beginning of the year no less 
than 198 carloads have been received 
on the coast, which have been trans- 
ferred to steamships and taken to the 
orient, principally to China and Japan, 
although the people of the Philippine 
Islands consume a considerable quan- 
tity. The average weight of the con- 
tents iu cigarettes of these 198 cars was 
32,480 pounds, excluding the weight of 
the cases and packages, making a total 
of 5,531,040 pounds of cigarettes. On 
the basis of 2oO cigarettes to the pound, 
which is as nearly the correct average 
weight as cau be estimated, this gives 
a total of 1,382,700,000cigarettes, and, 
strange as it may seem, these figures 
are somewhat below the average, as the 
stocks that were rushed into Japan just 
before the higher tariff law went into 
effect, Jan. 1, have not been consumed. 
It is considered that the average con- 
sumption in oriental countries of Amer- 
ican cigarettes amounts to approximate- 
ly 600 carloads, 19,488,000 pounds, or 
4,872,000,000 in number. 


Mr. Stevens, a prominent exporter of 


Portland, who was in Tacoma recently, 
was donga little figuring on oriental 
business when he came across some of 
the foregoing computaticns, nnd then 
he went on to say. "Tho prospects of 
this Pacific coast country to realize an 
enormous commerce out of the orient 
are simply incomprehensible. We are 
given to thinking big and talking big 
of the transpacific outlook, but little 
we do really know of the extent this 
commerce is bound to assume. We half 
tbe time forget that in direct line with 
the coast live half the people of the 
world, and that they must do their 
trading through the western states of 
the Union 


"There is a great awakening among 


those semiciviliz.ed folk, and it is in- 
creasing so rapidly that t am not exag- 
gerating the prospects when I prophesy 
that within ten years the exports of the 
Pacific coast will be more than equal 
to those of the entire Atlantic. Those 
coming customers of ours aie a slow 
people to realize the blessings of civil- 
ization, hot when they do know what 
they can get here their numbers are so 
great that the extent of their patronage 
will be so prodigious ns to almost pass 
the abilitvof statisticians to compute."

Spring island, a beautiful spot at tbe 


month of Port|Roynl harbor, S. C.. aft- 
er ccntnres of private ownenhip, is to 
become a sporfing club, with a mem- 
bership of millionaires like unto tha 
possessed by Jekyll island, off Ibe 
Georgia coast. Jekyll island, of course. 
lias beautiful clubhouses and scorei of 
fine cottages, as they modestly call 
them, Ihe .lemporary homes of Ihe na- 
bobs who sojourn there in the season, 
wbich leally are little country man- 
sions, and all the complicaled parapher- 
nalia of a sporting estate, such as bta- 
hies and kennels aud the like. 


Spring island will have all Ihese 


things as soon as Ihey can be erecled, 
eays the New York Press. It has now, 
however, 
a natural richness unsur- 


passed in nil those things which glad- 
den tho heart of the hunter, tho fisher- 
man and all his compatriots who love 
outdoor life. There are great herds o: 
deer, quail, grouse, ducks and all tho 
winged tribes wbich it is the hunter's 
joy to shoot. Then in the streams nnd 
lakes of the island itself, as in tho wa- 
ters of tho ocean which surround it, ia 
every kind of fish known to these lati- 
tudes and in such a superabundance as 
to furnish cudlees uport to tho million- 
aires. 


The incorporatora of tho new club, 


which will be known as the Spring Is- 
land club, are Louia T. Duryea of tbe 
National Starch company. ex-Governor 
John Gerry Evans of South Carolina, 
George P. Hayes, a prominent cluhuinn 
of Buffalo; former State Attorney Gen- 
eral William A. Barber of South Caro- 
lina, nnd Colonel Thomas Martin, now 
the owner of the island. The club 
membership is to be limited to 80, and 
will include some of the richest men in 
America. And they will bo not only 
rich men, but men of social standing, 
nnd, of course, men of prominence. All 
the members will bo drawn from the 
Union, Hacqnot and Metropolitan clubs I 
of New York, and tho Westchester 
Country club, tho Maryland club of 
Baltimore, and the University, Union 
and Kittenhouso clubs of Philadelphia. 


Invitations have been extended to 


about 125 members of these clubs to 
join the. Spring Island club. Most of 
the men who have been invited have nt 
some time or other enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of Colonel Jlurtin at Spring is- 
land and are aware of the rare sporting 
treats in store for the members in the 
new club. For the reason that only a 
few of those invited have yet, owing to 
the shortness of time since the invita- 
tions were sent out, signified their in- 
tention of joining, it is the wish of 
those interested that their names be 
not made public. But any one at all 
familiar with sporting affairs can pick 
out the men who have been invited in 
New York withont halt trying. 


Each man, on signifying his inten- 


tion to join, will send his check for $5.- 
000 and becoure a charter member. He 
then will have all the privileges of a 
part owner of Ihe island. Most of those 
who join probably will erect homes 
there. It is purposed to spend $100,000 
Rt once for improvements. For instance, 
there will be a fine clubhouse, stables, 
kennels and a dock for the accommoda- 
tion of tho yachts of the members. 


The island was granted originally to 


Sir John Collcton by King George III 
and remained in Ihe possession of lhat 
family nntil tho comparatively recent 
purchase by Colonel Martin. Since it 
bas been in the hands of its preseut 
owner he has bad only one idea aud 
that to develop it as a game preserve. 
He bas succeeded so well that it now is 
withont doubt one of the richest pre- 
serves in the country.

may be controlled at all tiliK'B by means 
of an alternating current of electricity. 
Tho device is comparatively simple. 
Tbe torpedo is provided with a series 
of magnets, some of which control the 
starboard and port steering'gear, while 
others control the propelling mechan- 
ism, eays the St. Louis Republic.
